The magazine was founded in 
1938, at wliich time it consisted 
mainly of short stories and a small 
amount of poetry. The introduction 
to the first issue stated that it 
would accept "interesting and 
agreeably written" articles. 

All tlunugh the war. Forge re- 
flected the bewilderment and tur- 
moil of ideas of the younger ge- 
neration; it, finally succuml>ed: to 
the austerity of the period and 
came, out on mimeographed paper. 
The veterans returned to McGill, 
and toolc over the tunning, of the 
magazine when all freshmen wère 
moved to Macdonald College In 
1943. 



For many years a style of stark 
realism predominated, influenced 
by war experiences, but this was 
gradually diluted by an influx of 
western Montrealers who had a 
rather self-conscious literary style 
all their own. 

Experimental Attitude 

For the last. few. years, Forgt 
has been adopting new ideal in 
teduique and style, italdng an 
increasingly experimental attitude. 
Notable contributors who have 
helped to bring it to a Iiigh stan- 
dard have been Irving Layton, and 
D.G. Jones from the University of 
Toronto. '

The program -will feature an ex- 
amination of the religious, cultural, 
sociological, scientific, political, 
historical, and economic aspects of 
the development of Pakistan. Par- 
ticipants will be° able, to -pursue 
their specific academic interests 
during the periods provided for 
field trips and small group or In- 
dividual visits. 

The Conference wiii commence 
with an orientation session during 
the last week of June, ' 1963, and 
will end during the second week in 
August Delegates will travel by 
air to .Europe and thence to 
KarachL ' 

Program 

The program will include visits 
to centers of interest and. a, resi- 
dential seminar period, featuring 
lectures, , plenary sessions! and pa- 
nel discussions led by the Cana- 
dian and Pakistani staff members. 
Thirty-five Canadian students and 
five - Canadian "professors will be 
partldpatbig," along with an equal 
number of Pakistanis. 

If past seminars are any indica- 
tion, there is no doubt that the se- 
minar wUl. contribute greatly to the 
further development of understand- 
ing between students of both coun- 
tries on both a personal and an 
academic level and should provide 
valuable experience to the hidivi- 
dual participants. 

The deadline for applications has 
been extended to Monday, Novem- 
ber 26.

They will be called upon to interpret 
their culture and heritage to the Pakistani In a spirit of 
scholarship and an attitude of understanding. Accordingly 
they ought, to, be students of high scholastic achievement, 
knowledgeable in campus and national affairs, people of 
character and ' Integrity. We are certain McGill has such slu> 
dents among its members. We hope they will takO' advantage 
of this unique opportunity. 

The theme of the seminar is "The Influence of the Orient 
ond the Occident on Pakistan" and will involve lectures, dis- 
cussion and field trips dealing with the historical, cultural, 
political, and economic aspects of that country. In addition 
each participant will be given the chancy to pursue his or her 
special field of endeavour. Moreover, the seminar this' year 
Is of particular relevance. 

The vlqlent^Chinese-lndian conflict has again focused 
attention ori'^cîn'^arèaTbf the world containing more than a 
half of the world's population, an area emerging In the 
twentieth century to seize its rightful force at the international 
counsel tables. The problems of Pakistan are not unique to 
that country ; they permeate the sub-continent.

Our lSmkga In Jeopardy 

The majestic tree that stands in front of McGIIl's Arts Building is not yet a hundred 
years old and yet it belongs to a race that has experienced more history than any other liv- 
ing tree. Relatives of Ginkgo blloba were abundant on earth during the Carboniferous period 
(350 million years ago). Fossil Imprints of leaves of the Maidenhair Tree as It Is commonly 
called, have been discovered In rocks that are greater thon 120 million years old. 
All of the paleoboUnlcal evi* .the tree. Dr. ILD. Olbbs, the pre- (trees) in neat symmetrical 

sent Gardenmaster,' included a 
photograph of McGIU's Ginkgo 
as the' frontispiece la bis text- 



dence that.has been accumulated 
suggests that this tree has en- 
dured with out. alteration for 
more than 120 million years..Un- 
til the early period of this cen- 
tury the tree was unknown In 
the wild state and it had been 
supposed that it had becomo 
extinct Survival had only been 
assured by Buddhist priests in 
China and Japan, who consider- 
ing the tree sacred,'had protect- 
ed and cultivated it in temple 
gardens. It w&s this Interesting 
situation that, led scientists to 
refer to the tree as a "living 
fossil". 

The history of the Ginkgo Is 
impressive but there Is also a 
long story to tell about McGill's 
own Ginkgo tree. Our specimen 
was probably among the first 
to be planted on this continent. 
David Pearce Penhallow, the first 
MacDonald Professor of Botany, 
visited Yezo which is now the 
Japanese Island of Hokkaido at 
the turn of the century. He was 
probably one. of McGill's first Vi- 
siting Professors and taught bo- 
tany at , the- University of Sap- 
poro. The Japanese sent a Gink- 
go specimen in 1004 and he 
planted it in front of the Arts 
Building at the end of the long 
avenue of trees that had been 
set out by Dr. John ■William 
Dawson and near the tomb of 
James McGlIl. Since that time 
the tree has flourished as Its 
present stature attests. Thou- 
sands of McGill students, gra- 
duates and staff as well as count- 
less thousands of the Montreal 
public and visitors have admired'

The ripened 
seeds resemble a small yellow 
plum and when they fall to the 
ground., and deteriorate; : they 
create a 'foul od9tu:'tliat':resem- 
bles that 'of but^c add orïan- 
cid butter. It has' been at other 
times ' otherwise described. This 
seems to be a rather appropriate 
point to mention in ref<;rence to 
the anticipated piazza. 

It can only be hoped that the 
stink raised by the students, the 
staff and the public of Mont- 
real will exceed that of the rip- 
ened seeds of the Ginkgo, on 
their learning of the anticipated 
folly that Is to be' perpetrated.
